About Segregation? 


SOCIAL ACTION COMMITTEE: Carolyn Welch 
and Richard Drake 


At the meeting of the Southeast Convention in 
Lanett, on May 15, the following resolution was 
adopted: 


“In view of the impending Supreme Court de- 
cision on racial segregation in the public schools, 
the Southeast Convention of Congregational 
Christian Churches, speaking to but not for its 
members, urges: 


1. that they consider the matter in the light 
of the fact that all men are the children of God, 
and that all persons of all races are brethren for 
whom Christ died; 


2. that any decision in this matter be received 
in a spirit of reasonableness and Christian good 
will”. 

The very next day, May 16, the momentous de- 
cision was handed down. The Court said, “in the 
field of public education the doctrine of ‘separat~ 
but equal’ has no place. Separate educational fa- 
cilities are inherently unequal. . . We have now 
announced that... segregation is a denial of the 
equal protection of the laws”. And to the surprise 
of nearly everyone, the decision was unanimous; 
eyen the three Southern Justices agreed that 
segregation hurts the ones who are segregated-- 
in the words of the Court, it “generates a feeling 
of inferiority as to their status in the community 
that may effect their hearts and minds in a way 
unlikely ever to be undone’. 


What are we going to do? How shall we act in 
this new and complicated situation, as citizens, 
as Christians? It will be helpful if we study the 
counsel given by fellow Christians on this point. 
First, consider what the Congregational Christians 
of the SOUTHERN CONVENTION said, before 
May 16: 


“In the event the Supreme Court rules segre- 
gation in the public schools is unconstitutional, 
the ruling should be received in good faith, and 
the system of public schools maintained on a 
non-segregated basis”. 


Since May 16, various Christian groups and in- 
dividuals have issued statements; here are some 
of them: : 


National Council of Churches: 

“The decision is a milestone in the achieve- 
ment of human rights, another evidence of the 
endeavor to respect the dignity and worth of all 
men... In the period of transition from one pat- 
tern to another ... we know that the churches 
and individual Christians will continue to exert 
their influence .. . to bring about a complete 
compliance with the decision of the Supreme 
Court”. 


Southern Baptist. Convention: 


“We recommend that we recognize the fact 
that this Supreme Court decision is in harmony 


with the constitutional guarantee of equal free- 
dom to all citizens and with the Christian prin- 
ciples of equal justice and love for all men... (We 
ask that leaders so act that) it shall not be made 
the occasion for new and bitter prejudices, but 
a movement toward a united nation embodying 
and proclaiming a democracy that will commend 
freedom to all peoples”. 


General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 

U. S. (Southern) : 

“The assembly commends the principle of the 
decision and urges all members of our churches 
to consider thoughtfully and prayerfully the com- 
plete solutions of the problems involved. It also 
urges all our people to lend their assistance to 
those charged with the duty of implementing the 
decision, and to remember that appeals to racial 
prejudice will not help but hinder the accomplish- 
ment of this aim”. 


The North Georgia Methodist Conference: 

“Our tradition as Methodist people includes an 
article of religion which, when interpreted, makes 
it the duty of all Christians to observe and obey 
the laws and commands of the governing or su- 
preme authority in the country”. 


“There is no place in the Methodist Church 
for racial discrimination or racial segregation”’. 


There are some people in our Southern states 
who are busy trying to think of ways of getting 
around the decision. But we need to remember 
that this ruling is now the law of our country, 
and intentionally to disobey the law is a very se- 
rious matter indeed. Paul, speaking of govern- 
mental authority, said, “Whoever resisteth the 
power resisteth the ordinance of God’. (Romans 
13:2) The only thing which would justify a Chris- 
tian in disobeying a law would be a clear and 
strong conviction that the law is contrary to God’s 
will. 


It will be helpful in this connection to remind 
ourselves of some of the teachings of the Bible on 
race: 


“Are ye not as children of the Ethiopians un- 
to me, O children of Israel?” (Amos 9:7) 


“God hath made of one blood all the nation- 
of men for to dwell on all the face of the earth”. 
(Acts 17:26). = 


“There is neither Greek nor Jew, circumcision 
nor uncircumcision, Barbaria, Scythian, bond nor 
free; but Christ is all, and in all’. (Col. 3:11). 


But above all, as we face the question, “What 
shall we do about segregation?” let us keep in 
mind the second part of the Great Command- 
ment: “Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself”. 
(Mark 12:31).

God knows we Americans have reason so to 
live. Whether we have the power depends not on 
our wills but on our hearts.—(Reprinted from 
Southern Newsletter, Anti-Defamation League.)
